From an Alumni Essay read at the General Theological Seminary in New 
York City on Alumni Day, May 22, 1951, by yoy’ Pike _ from the 
Bulletin of the General heological Seminary for June, 

Fully aware of the fact that this paper has raised more ques- 
tions than it has answered, I believe that these considerations 
lead to a tentative formulation of policy which I will now pre- 
sume to outline for consideration and further thought: 

1. As a Church we must face the facts as they are and pro- 
claim from the housetops the actual situation in the public 
schools, making as clear as we can that the situation is not a 
“neutral” one but that by and large our schools are dominated 
by naturalistic religion. 

2. In the light of this fact we must strengthen in every way 
we can the influence of the Sunday school and the home on 
the mental and spiritual attitudes of our young people and 
their parents. 

3. We should provide for our public school teachers who 
are church people a thorough theological orientation so that 
it may be reflected in their teaching of secular subjects, just 
as the faith of the naturalistic humanists is reflected in their 
teaching. Our church has taken the lead in summer institutes 
for college faculty, and as to public school teachers we would 
do well to follow the lead of the Lutherans who are now 
inaugurating regional summer conferences for the training of 
teachers in the Christian perspective. 

4. Where the conditions are feasible for it, we must en- 
courage the most effective type of “dismissed-time” education 
(by feasible conditions I mean where the church properties 
are contiguous to the school and where there is proper coopera- 
tion on the part of the school officials, e.g., no competition at 
the hour of dismissed time, as obtains in some places). 

5. Where there is a fairly homogenous population we should 
try, through political action in cooperation with our other 
brethren, to procure the teaching of religion as an elective in 
the public schools by teachers who have graduate training in 
this field. Where there is a diversified population we should 
urge the initiation of such elective instruction along pluralistic 
lines, as in some state universities. 

6. If for one reason or another this particular solution is not 
possible, we may be justified in using political action to bring 
about the teaching of religion on a pluralistic basis by the 
qualified representatives of the various churches in the class- 
rooms of the school building. 

7. What if we are unable to remedy the situation by one or 
more of the plans discussed above (due to the successful oppo- 
sition of secularists and others, or due to the limitations of the 
plans themselves) ? Then, I believe we have no alternative but 
to pull out lock-stock-and-barrel and develop as effective a 
school system as our consecrated devotion and sacrifice can pro- 
vide. As for the consequences of divisiveness in the community, 
let the blame for that fall upon the heads of the secularists, since 
it is clear enough that we have not sought, except for con- 
science’s sake, to impose upon ourselves the burden and re- 
sponsibility of maintaining our own schools as well as paying 
taxes for the support of schools the secularists have captured. 
In this connection it is important to add that we should en- 
courage as much as possible our existing church preparatory 
schools, whatever group nay be ministering to, and en- 
courage them especially _. ding the economic range of 
their student constituency.

New Call For Suffragan Election Is Issued; 


Special Convention To Be Held Nov. 7 


A new call for election of a Suffragan 
Bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of Cali- 
fornia has been issued by the Bishop in an 
announcement received just as PACIFIC 
CHURCHMAN went to press. Special con- 
vention for the purpose of the election has 
been set for Saturday, November 7, and 
will be held at Grace Cathedral. In setting 
this date, Bishop Pike and the standing 
committee of the Diocese expressed the 
hope that it would be possible for the new 
suffragan to be consecrated on February 2, 
the opening day of the Diocesan Conven- 
tion next year. The period between No- 
vember and February will allow time for 
receiving the necessary canonical “con- 
sents” of the other Bishops and standing 
committees of the Church. 

In making the announcement it was 
noted that this will be the second suffra- 
gan’s election within the year. Last Feb- 
ruary the convention elected the Rev. Mor- 
ris F. Arnold, Rector of Christe Church, 
Cincinnati, to this post. After considera- 
tion, however, the Rev. Mr. Arnold de- 
clined his election. The post has been 
vacant since the retirement of the Rt. Rev. 
Henry H. Shires last fall. 

First step in bringing the election about 
was the appointment of a nominating com- 


mittee by the Bishop and standing com- 
mittee, membership of which has also been 
announced. The Bishop's office pointed out 
that the new nominating committee, while 
smaller than the committees for the two 
previous elections, still has broad repre- 
sentation from all areas within the Diocese.

SPECIAL COLLECTION IN CALIFORNIA DIOCESE

Sunday, September 20 will be “Nuclear 
Reactor Day” in the Diocese of California, 
according to the Rev. Canon Charles M. 
Guilbert, who has been appointed Chair- 
man of the Diocese’s Committee on a 
Nuclear Reactor for the Church in Japan. 
With a quota of some $8,700 to be raised, 
the committee will ask that every Church 
in the Diocese take a special collection at 
all services for this purpose. The money 
will be sent to the National Council where 
it will be used as part of the Episcopal 
Church’s gift of a nuclear reactor to be 


used for scientific and medica) research 
at St. Paul’s University and St. Hos- 


pital in Tokyo, Japan. 

Approved by the Church’s General Con- 
vention last October, the reactor will be a 
“birthday present” from the Episcopal 
Church to the Nippon Seikokai ( Anglican 


“Church in Japan), which is now celebrat- 


ing its hundredth anniversary, and will be 
the second reactor and the first privately- 
owned one in that country. 


The Japanese people and press have re- 
ceived the news of the project with “high 
hopes and enthusiasm,” according to 
Douglas W. Overton, an Episcopalian who 
is Executive Director of the Japan Society, 
a non-profit organization of American and 
Japanese which seeks to further cultural 
relations between the two countries. “They 
were unanimous in approving the idea, not 
only for what it can mean to the people of 
Japan, but also for the way in which it was 
advanced—as a free, ‘no strings attached’ 
gift from Christians in America to their 
brothers in the Far East,” he declared. 

Mr. Overton stated that the gift would 
stimulate further theoretical research in 
all of Japan's 450 universities. In addition, 
he expressed his belief that it would prob- 
ably increase both agricultural and indus- 
trial production, and that new medical 
techniques “can be introduced and brought 
to nearly one million people.”

SERVICE MEMORIALIZES 
BATTLE OF BRITAIN 


Grace Cathedral will be the scene of the 
first Battle of Britain Memorial Service to 
be held in the western United States, when 
representatives of the Royal Air Force and 
American Armed Forces gather there at 
4:00 p.m.

Bishop Pike will preach at the service 
which will be attended by Mayor George 
Christopher of San Francisco as well as 
members of some 35 British associations 
and societies and military representatives 
of the four branches of the United States 
armed forces. 

The various units joined by military 
bands will march in parade on Nob Hill 
at 3:15 p.m. before the entrance into the 
Cathedral. A commemorative “fly-past” of 
aircraft is scheduled to take place prior 
to the service. 

The service is being publicized through- 
out northern California and is expected to 
draw its congregation from the entire area 
with Episcopalians due in San Francisco 
both for this service and the diocesan Stew- 
ardship service that evening.

As Bishop Pike has announced, the 
Every Member Canvass this year will be 
the “Golden Canvass” for the Diocese of 
California. The diocese dedicated itself to 
stewardship and tithing during the last 
convention and now the time has come for 
every parish and mission to have an oppor- 
tunity to act upon that decision. 

The Biblical tithe is the official standard 
of giving. Everyone is asked to remember, 
when he makes his pledge, that everything 
he has and does is a gift of God and he is 
merely returning to the Lord that which 
is His. 


Christmas Trees Sold 
By Church in Alisal 


Want a project that will benefit the 
church, the community and help take the 
commercial sting out of the Christmas 
season? 

That is what the members of the Men's 
Club of St. George’s Mission, Alisal, were 
seeking last year. And they came up with 
just the right answer. 

They had their own Christmas tree lot.

History of St. Barnabas’ 
Mission Told By Founder 


the Excelsior District and decided to start 
a Sunday School. I was appointed Super- 
intendent. 

We started with seven or eight children 
in the Excelsior Improvement Hall, and 
a few weeks later we were asked to vacate. 
The Congregational Church had a Mission 
Sunday School on Edinburgh Street which 
they allowed us to use on Sunday after- 
noons. 

After six years, the Diocese thought well 
enough of our efforts to give us two vacant 
lots on Vienna street. 

At a meeting of Alta Lodge, Indepen- 
dent Order of Oddfellows, of which I was 
an officer, I told the members about our 
enterprise. Quite unexpectedly some, who 
were carpenters, offered their services on 
Saturday afternoons. 

In the meantime, arrangements had been 
made with the Vestry of the church of St. 
John the Evangelist to take possession of 
their temporary building which they had 
used after the earthquake in 1906. 

Some truck drivers living in the neigh- 
borhood hauled the lumber of the demol- 
ished building onto our two lots, and with 
it the skeleton of our church was built. 

Herbert Trinies, who was in our first

Schools Division 
Tells Fall Plans 


The Division of Schools of the Depart- 
ment of Education has announced the fol- 
lowing developments for the academic 
year 1959-60. 

The Cathedral School, in San Francisco, 
under its headmaster, Mr. Peter Keating, 
will open with an additional grade — the 
eighth — in September. During the sum- 
mer months all of its class rooms were 
moved into the Cathedral building, includ- 
ing a classroom in the bell tower. (This 
growth has caused a major shift in the 
Cathedral offices to Cathedral House, 1051 
Taylor Street. 

St. Matthew's School, San Mateo, is add- 
ing a fifth grade this year. It will again 
begin with nursery school. Sister Grace 
Elizabeth, C.T., principal, represented the 
Diocese at the annual Episcopal School 
Association conference in Kanuga, North 
Carolina. 

Four new faculty members are expected 
to join the staff of San Rafael Military 
Academy. All of them are Episcopalians, 
two are priests, one a perpetual deacon 
and another is a retired colonel. The latter 
will teach languages. 

Dr. Mark Hinton, headmaster, was 
among 25 educators selected from second- 
ary schools to attend a special conference, 
sponsored by the Ford Foundation, at Stan- 
ford University during July. 

Dr. Emod L. Brunner is hard at work 
preparing for the first seventh grade class 
which will begin operation as the initial 
class of the York School for Boys, in Pacific 
Grove. 

The organization of the St. Andrew’s 
School, in Saratoga, is proceeding, but 
opening has been postponed for a year. 

Mr. Henry J. Kaiser, Jr., Chairman of 
the Division of Schools, was taken ill at 
the time he was to present an address to 
10,000 teachers at the National Education 
Association convention in St. Louis at the 


end of June. However, his speech was de- . 


livered, by proxy. 

“Throughout the Diocese,” said the Rev. 
Trevor Hoy, director of the Department 
of Education, “there continues to be great 
interest for the Church to provide schools 
of the highest standards with a consistent 
and effective proclamation of the heritage 
of our Christian Faith, not only through 
the opportunity for sacred studies, but 
through the entire spirit of worship and 
service of the parish and school community. 
A large measure of our success will de- 
pend upon the proper orientation of com- 
petent teachers to this task, and already 
plans are being discussed for a summer

Help All College Chaplains 
Meet Students on Campus 


This is the time of year when you can 
help to insure the young people of the 
Episcopal Church a warm welcome from 
the College Chaplain of their campus. 

Chaplains, college workers and priests 
who have parishes located near campuses 
are always anxious to have names and data 
regarding all new students. It is vital that 
these cards be received by the interested 
clergy at the very beginning of the fall 
semester. 


The Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, Berkeley, will open its 67th year 
of classes on September 21. 

According to the Rev. Sherman E. John- 
son, dean, the overall registration will total 
about 155. This is the same number that 
have been enrolled for the last three years. 

The incoming, or junior class, will total 
about 60, he said. 

“The seminary cannot expand beyond 
this number,” Dean Johnson added, “be- 
cause it would place too great a teaching 
burden on the present faculty. When the 
school can afford to increase the size of 
its staff more students will be accepted.” 

C.D.S.P. has to refuse admission to many 
more students than it can accept each year. 

The expansion program of the school, 
however, will eventually allow for a stu- 
dent body of about 250. This fall semi- 
narians will have the use of the $460,000 
library-academic building which has been 
under construction this past year. 

The chapel is also being enlarged by 
combining it with the former library. 

Besides housing the library, the newest 
addition will have 4 class rooms and sev- 
eral seminars as well as faculty offices which 
are now located in Gibbs Hall. The latter 
will be restored to dormitory use, a role 
it has had since it was built in 1935. 


C.D.S.P. Begins 6th Year in September; 
Sixty to Be Enrolled in Junior Class 


Dean Johnson said that while the Rev. 
Dr. James B. Pritchard, professor of Old 
Testament, is on sabbatical the first semes- 
ter of this term, the junior class will have 
the Rev. James Leovy as lecturer. Mr. 
Leovy is on the faculty of the C.DS.P. 
Extension Division in Los Angeles. 

The Extension division is directed by 
the Rev. Robert T. Fortna, an instructor in 
New Testament at C.D.S.P. With the co- 
operation of the Bishop of Los Angeles, 
this experiment in seminary education has 
fulfilled the hopes of both Divinity School 
and Diocese. 

Older men in the diocese of Los Angeles 
are able to receive basic seminary instruc- 
tion on weekends from C.DS.P. faculty 
at the Extension campus. After two years, 
they will take a year in residence in Berke- 
ley before sitting for canonical examina- 
tions. 

C.D.S.P. began operation on the Mon- 
terey peninsula 66 years ago and has grown 
into one of the major seminaries of the 
Episcopal church. It moved first to San 
Francisco and in 1930 to Berkeley. The 
Rev. Sherman E. Johnson has been Dean 
since 1952, succeeding the Rt. Rev. Henry 
H. Shires when the latter was elected suf- 
fragan of California.

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Mother Church of the Pacific Coast 
Observes 110th Anniversary; History Told 


by The Rev. Henry P. King, Jr. 


“Almighty and everlasting God, who has 
given unto us thy servants grace, through 
the confession of a true faith .. .,” so be- 
gins the Collect for Trinity Sunday in every 
Episcopal church in the land, and these 
words were pronounced by the Rev. Alan 
Humrickhouse, as well, as he celebrated the 
110th anniversary of the founding of his 
cure, Trinity Church, San Francisco, on 
Trinity Sunday, May 24, 1959. 

The service was a gala and thankful 
celebration of the Holy Communion. The 
Rev. Mr. Humrickhouse was assisted by 
three clergymen, the Rev. Kenneth L. 
Sandercock, Priest-Director of the Henry 
Ohloff House, San Francisco; the Rev. 
William Payne, a retired priest of the 
Missionary District of San Joaquin, and 
long-time assistant at Trinity Church, and 
the Rev. Henry P. King, Jr., vicar of the 
Downtown Chapel. 

A large congregation of parishioners and 
friends of the Church were on hand to 
participate in the service of thanksgiving. 
To highlight the occasion, the musical por- 
tions of the service were accompanied by 
the California String Quartet, whose mem- 
bers are also musicians of the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra, as well as the well- 
drilled choir of the Church, and its organ- 
ist and choir master, Mr. Harold Mueller, 
F.A.G.O. 

Apart from Trinity's age, her anniver- 
sary is important to California Anglican- 
ism because she is the oldest Episcopal 
Church on the West Coast, and her his- 
tory is filled with the turbulence of a 
frontier society. The venerable greystone 
Church on the corner of Bush and Gough 
Streets was not always there; and the 
congregation which now worships there 
is the spiritual heir of former generations 
which met under far less placid circum- 
stances. 

Trinity Church as an organization first 
came to life at an informal meeting of 
church people which gathered on a date 
close to Trinity Sunday, 1849, according to 
the Rev. Mr. Humrickhouse. There had 
been some signs of interest earlier, when 
a letter reached the Episcopal Board of 
Missions in New York, in February, 1848. 
Six influential citizens stated in the letter 
that they would support a missionary if 
the Board would send one out. Through a 
misunderstanding on the part of one of 
them, two men came out from the East. 
The man whom the Board intended to 
send, the Rev. Flavel Scott Mines, arrived 
in San Francisco in June or July of 1849, 


and the first service of worship he con- 
ducted took place in the dining room of 


a hotel called the American House, on 


Stockton Street. In an article written for 
the San Francisco Chronicle in October, 
1849, Mr. Robert O’Brien states that there 
were two hundred persons present and 
that they contributed more than $6,000 in 
gold dust and nuggets. 


In December 1849, the Rev. Dr. J. L. 
Ver Mehr arrived, thinking that he had 
been appointed to serve the small Episco- 
pal congregation. Despite what must have 

surprise and chagrin when he found 
Mr. Mines installed and hard at work, 
Dr. Ver Mehr worked for a time with Mr. 
Mines, and then launched forth on a 
parochial venture of his own. The Church 
established received the name of Grace, 
and after 1906, and a reorganization, it 
became the Cathedral Church of this Dio- 
cese. 


Trinity's early years were not precisely 
calm. San Francisco was a city of wooden 
houses surrounded by a shanty town of 
tents and shacks where miners and sailors, 
who had abandoned their ships to seek 
gold, lived in riot and disorder. Any simple 
accident involving fire was enough to set 
the whole area ablaze. Two such fires swept 
the city in the spring and summer of 1851, 
with the result that Mr. Mines’ house was 
destroyed, leaving him dependent upon 
the collection plate for his support. His 
parishioners had, of course, been made 


homeless too. 


There was another brush with the hooli- 
gan element in store for Trinity. A group 
of private citizens formed into a society 
to maintain some sort of order, and took 
the name of Vigilantes. They captured a 
man attempting to set fire to a building. 
Justice was brisk in those days and they 
hanged him the same night, but not until 
he had received spiritual ministration from 
Mr. Mines. In return for this act, he was 
made unofficial chaplain to the Vigilantes, 
and the ladies of the Church made them a 
five-foot banner. 

Apart from the stirring tales of derring 
do in the 19th century, perhaps a word 
about Trinity's sites will be of interest. The 
first location was at the corner of Jackson 
and Powell streets; and the congregation 
first met for worship there on October 28, 
1849. Then in the summer of 1851, per- 
haps because of one of the fires, a lot was 
bought on Pine street, between Kearney 
and Montgomery, and a church erected 
using sheets of corrugated iron, rough lum-

Trinity Church Jammed for Presentation of “Folk Mass”; 
All Came to Dig That ‘Craaazy’ Music; Reactions Mixed 


The weather was warm. Trinity Church 
was packed. Some people looked like 
church goers, looked pious, some looked 
curious, some looked like “music lovers 
extraordinaire” and some had the “beat 
look” and were attired in dark sweaters, 
black stockings and sneakers. 

But they all had one thing in common. 
They had come to hear San Francisco's 
first live performance of the “20th Century 
Folk Mass” or, as it has been dubbed by 
some, the “Jazz Mass”. 

The program was divided in two parts. 
Under the direction of Harold Mueller, 
F.A.G.O., organist and choirmaster of Trin- 
ity Church, the choir preformed the music 
that is traditionally sung at the Holy Com- 
munion Service in the church. 

For the second half of the program, they 
sang the contemporary music. A “combo” 
of Hal Shutz, on the Hammond Organ, Bob 
Scheid, Trumpeter and Tod Flemming 
who manned the percussion instruments 
marched on the scene. For both portions of 
the concert the Rev. Alan Humrickhouse, 
rector, went to the Altar, attired in Euchar- 
istic vestments, and sang those parts of the 
Mass which are assigned to the celebrant. 

Mr. Mueller lifted his baton, a few 
sedate notes were played and sung and 


then the choir and Benjamin Roth, tenor, 
started the 150th Psalm. An audible gasp 
was heard throughout the audience, for 
this setting was totally different from the 
traditional. As was the rest of the program. 
Feet tapped out the rhythm. The choir 
grinned. The combo, according to one 
spectator, was “real cool”. 

Audience reaction to the presentation 
was mixed. Some were enthusiastic beyond 
words. The younger generation, almost as 
a body, thought it was “great”. Some felt 
that music such as that had no place in a 
church. Others thought it was “very inter- 
esting”, and fine to hear, in concert form. 
But they did not feel that they would like 
a steady Sunday diet of it. And some did 
not like it, or even approve, one bit. 

Why was this music written? According 
to the Rev. Mr. Humrickhouse: 

“*A 20th Century Folk Mass’ was com- 
posed at the request of an East London 
Vicar who said he was ‘deeply concerned 
that nothing had been written since the 
Elizabethans, which can be properly called 
a Folk Mass’ and that church music is 
utterly foreign to the majority of the 
people. 

“The theory behind this setting is that

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College Chaplains Aid Students, Faculty; 


Help Make Campus a Christian Community

A girl who has travelled several hundred 
miles to enter college as a freshman, has 
just checked into her dormitory. Unknown 
to her at the moment, her parents have 
been in a severe auto accident; her father 
is dead, her mother not expected to live. 
How will she be notified? By a Western 
Union messenger? Or by a chaplain of the 
Church? 

When this did happen, the home-town 
rector knew the Episcopal Chaplain’s name, 
phoned him for the family, and the Church 
was there. The rector had written the 
chaplain about each of his several students 
at the college, and the chaplain had been 
introduced to the freshmen by an Episco- 
pal upperclassman that morning. 

What happens in the less dramatic situa- 
tions which happen every day in college? 
An Episcopal student has fallen in love 
with a Roman Catholic. She has been told 
in a bull session in the dorm that “of 
course in such a marriage they both have 
to be Roman Catholics; the Roman Catho- 
lics demand it.” 

With an experienced Episcopal chaplain 
on the campus, not only will it be more 
generally understood that at least half the 
Roman-Episcopal marriages “go Anglican” 
but more importantly there will be a sound 
opportunity for a quiet, mature considera- 
tion of all the factors involved in inter- 
faith marriage. 

When we speak of the Church being on 
the campus, it means many things. Espe- 
cially it means that Christian conviction is 
alive, alert, well-expressed, and well-wit- 
nessed day in and day out. This comes 
about through wide-awake counselling on 
the part of chaplains who have come to 
know in depth the usual conflicts and chal- 
lenges of university life. The conflict be- 
tween science and faith, for example, did 
not die out in the twenties. And while it 
may be correct that there is no conflict be- 
tween good science and honest faith, to a 
vety high proportion of the entering stu- 
dents there seems to be, and this is why 
the church is needed. 

The =~ witness for the faith also 
comes about through having the services 
and sacraments of the Church near at hand, 
perceptively and clearly. While there is 
often a parish church at the door of the 
campus, this is not always so. And the 
nearby rector frequently could not pos- 
sibly serve as full time chaplain to a thou- 
sand Episcopal students on top of his regu- 
lar duties. 

Study, instruction for confirmation, the 


understanding of the disciplines of the 
various departments of the college (the 
chaplain cannot be an expert in every field 
—but when a physicist talks about Heisen- 
berg principles, the chaplain should know 
that the man is not questioning a col- 
league’s ethics! ), an appreciation of the 
problems of the faculty, the Christian call- 
ing of good scholarship—all these things 
help to create the Christian community on 
the campus. 

Not the least are graduate students, 
many of whom are married, often living 
in slum housing because of their cramped 
budgets, deeply involved through neces- 
sity in the nature of the community and 
neighborhood in which they live for two 
to five years, with their children. A tran- 
sient group, hard to find in many cases, 
they are beyond the ordinary reach of the 
local parishes. (For example, we have 
around a thousand graduate students in the 
vicinity of the University of California at 
Berkeley, over and above those who com- 
mute from their regular home parishes. 
Fortunately we have the Rev. Shunji Nishi 
coming September 1, especially as chaplain 
to graduate students and faculty there). 

The Church is there. In Province 8, we 
have gone from less than a dozen to forty 
full or part-time chaplains and associates 
in about two years. Now, you must be there, 
too. The chaplain needs immediate help 
in locating the students before they make 
all kinds of commitments of time and in- 
terest to the exclusion of the church. We 
have only slight help from “religious pref- 
erence” lists from the colleges, and less 
of this each year. 

What the chaplain needs is this: Your 
commendation of the student, whether 
resident or commuting (this is very im- 
portant), together with anything which 
would help the Church to know him better. 
Is he thinking of the ministry? Does he 
need a good counsellor in choosing some 
other vocation? Is he already considering 
an interfaith marriage (50% of the Episco- 
pal students do) ? Will he give strong lead- 
ership to the Church’s work? 

Let the Church know! Not only Chap- 
lain John Duddington at Stanford, 
Chaplain Robert Morse for undergrads at 
California in Berkeley, and Chaplain Nishi 
for graduate students, Miss Barbara Arnold 
who is our very able college associate at 
San Jose State, Chaplain Walter Phelps at 
Cal. Poly Tech. in San Luis Obispo, Chap- 
lain Reger Dissell for San Francisco State 
—but also our chaplains throughout the 
Church wherever your students go. 


Possibility of Episcopal 


College Explored by Clergy 


With the blessing of Synod, and under 
the general chairmanship of the Rev. 
David Trimble of Prescott, Arizona, a 
group of interested clergy have been look- 
ing into the possibilities of forming an 
Episcopal sponsored college in the eighth 
province. 

Many clergy and laymen feel that the 
place of religion is either underplayed or 
totally lost in the large secular institutions 
of higher learning. The place of a small 
religious oriented school is finding its way 
back into the educational system of this 
country. 

During a student's college years, when 
all opinions are being crystalized, religion 
should be given an important spot in the 
curriculum and way of life. 

With these thoughts in mind, as well as 
the known difficulties in forming such a 
school, Mr. Trimble met with six clergy- 
men from this diocese in the summer. The 
clergymen included the Rev. Messers James 
P. Shaw, Harvey Buck, David Hill, Emod 
L. Brunner and Jerome Politzer. 

They discussed the pros and cons of a 
college, possible general locations and fur- 
ther steps in seeing their idea of an Episco- 
pal libertal arts college become a reality. 


C.D.S.P. BEQUEATHED 


BERKELEY PROPERTY 

The Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, Berkeley, has been bequeathed 
property valued in excess of $25,000, ac- 
cording to terms of a will which was re- 
cently drawn. The property, in Berkeley, 
consists of a house and lot. 

According to the Rey. Sherman E. John- 
son, dean, the only provision is that the 
property, or income from it, be used for 
the furtherance of the education in Church 
Music in the seminary. 


While it may be true that the students 
will “naturally drift back to church in their — 
early thirties’ (even this is debatable) 
they cannot afford to lose that fifteen years 
from their lives. There is nothing in the 
Gospel which suggests a fifteen year “sab- 
batical” from discipleship— during the 
time when a young Christian and his fam- 
ily choose vocation, choose life-long part- 
mers in marriage, have the first children, 
face the first illness, go through military 
service, They belong in the fullness of the 
Body of Christ now. Don’t abandon them. 

HOW TO DO IT: Advise the chaplains 
of your students, not only freshmen — for 
we have not done this in past years — but 
all groups, in good time before the opening 
of college. The chaplains are listed in the 
Episcopal Church Annual at page 60. 
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Episcopal Film Selected 
For Edinburgh Festival 


The newest color and sound film pro- 
duced by the National Council, “Worthily 
to Serve” was chosen to be shown at the 
1959 International Film festival at Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. The film festival is run 
in conjunction with the annual Edinburgh 
Festival. 

Produced by Arthur Mokin, in coopera- 
tion with the U. S. Department of Defense 
for National Council, the film was the only 
Church-sponsored one among the 22 non- 
commercial movies to be selected. 

The United States selections were made 
by the voluntary Committee on Interna- 
tional non-theatrical events in Washing- 
ton. 

With a title taken from the Church's 
prayer for the armed forces, “Worthily to 
Serve” illustrates the role of chaplains in 
the life of servicemen. 

Made entirely on authentic locations, 
(the flagship Northampton, of the Second 
Fleet, Brize Norton Air Force base in Ox- 
fordshire England and with the 4th Ar- 
mored Division near Nuremberg, Ger- 
many ), the 30 minute film stars three rep- 
resentative chaplains from among the 100 
Episcopal clergymen now on chaplaincy 
duty.

DR. ALLISON, THE LORD BISHOP OF CHELMSFORD, HERE 
TO DISCUSS URBAN CHURCH AND ECUMENICAL RELATIONS 


The happy looking man with a British 
accent who sat at the head of the table 
seemed undaunted by the fact that he was 
being “illuminated” by television's glaring 
lights or by the fact that he was being 
thoroughly questioned by members of San 
Francisco's working press. On the contrary, 
he seemed to be having a very fine time. 


The man in question was the Rt. Rev. 
Falkner Allison, Lord Bishop of Chelms- 
ford, England, and head of the Committee 
on Church Unity at the Lambeth Confer- 
ence and one of the leading authorities of 
the Ecumenical movement of the Angli- 
can Church. 


Dr. Allison was in the Diocese for a 
week, during which time he held a press 
conference, addressed diocesan clergy on 
the problems of the urban and suburban 
church (for his Diocese is similar to the 
Diocese of California, in that it is a fast 
growing suburban area, northeast of Lon- 
don ), took quick trips to various convoca- 
tions where he spoke to clergy and laymen 
on the Ecumenical movement, preached 
in Grace Cathedral, rode cable cars, walked 
to Fisherman’s wharf, tested American spe- 
cialties such as Shrimp Louis and milk 
shakes, addressed the Faith and Order Com- 
mission of the San Francisco Council of 
Churches and went shopping for a bright 
colored shirt for his son who likes to go 
boating. 

As to the problems of the church in 
urban and suburban areas, he feels that the 
churches needed lay leadership and witness. 
He said that there is not much church-go- 
ing in the industrial area of England, and 
he would venture a guess that the same is 
true in America. He felt that church life 
and business should become more closely 
knit. One of the ways to bridge the present 
gap is for Christians now working in in- 
dustry to bear witness to Christianity in 
their unions, their jobs and to the man 
next door on the assembly line. 


As for the ultimate end toward which 
those interested in the ecumenical move- 
ment are concerned, Dr. Allison felt that 
Christians must bear witness together if 
they are going to get their message across. 
He stated that there is already a unity in 
Christ which transcends all of our divi- 
sions. 


Church Unity, he said, does not mean 
uniformity, nor compromise. It does mean 
“more comprehension in the search for 
truth” and that different denominations 
will enrich one another in the true whole- 
ness of the Church of Christ. 


It also means that in non-Christian areas 
there will be strength. As an example he 


cited the Church of South India where 
only two per cent of the total population 
profess the Christian faith. 

The Anglican communion is now acting 
as the bridge church in a key position be- 
tween protestants and Roman Catholics. 
It is, and will continue to play a mediating 
role between the two frames of thought. 

The Lord Bishop stated that the strength 
of this movement depends a great deal 
upon the members of the various churches. 
The gap will be bridged if local parishes 
do things together, talk and think to- 
gether, have mutual understanding and 
finally, if they worship and pray together. 


Corporate Communion for 
College Anglicans in Fall 


The third Wednesday in October (the 
21st) has been designated by the Presid- 
ing Bishop as a day of corporate commun- 
ion for all university Anglicans: students, 
teachers, administrators, foreign students, 
college clergy, women workers and their 
families. 


It is Bishop Lichtenberger’s hope that 


this will be made a major occasion of offer- 
ing intercession and dedication.

Offers Teaching Tips

September brings with it a new begin- 
ning. The round of the usual social activi- 
ties resumes. Various organizations sched- 
ule regular meetings. The normal services 
of the parish church again are held at the 
familiar hours. The Church School is once 
more organized and classes fill all corners 
of the building. The familiar rhythm of 
parish life settles in. The new beginning 
is accompanied with fresh enthusiasm, new 
resolves, expectancy and doubts. 

Church School teachers are important 
participants in this parish life for they are 
chosen representatives to fulfill a specific 
task in the Church’s ministry. As members 
of the Worshipping Fellowship they un- 
dertake such responsibility. Each asks him- 
self, “How can I help the members of my 
class grow in the knowledge and love of 
God?” Let us consider two ways in which 
the teacher may be helped. 

1. Is each class provided with a teaching 
team? This means there are two teachers in 
each class who share the preparation, teach- 
ing and responsibility. They may be hus- 
band and wife or they may be two people 
who work well together, build a relation- 
ship of trust and respect, and, in truth, are 
a team. They complement each other, they 
are a check for each other in matters of 
decisions, in interpreting response and 
reaction, in evaluating and selecting of re- 
sources. They bring varying insights and 
knowledge to each situation and provide 
the support and understanding which each 
of us needs. One who has had the privilege 
of being a co-teacher knows its value and 
its added enjoyment for teacher and class. 

2. Now, at the beginning of the Church 
School year each teacher ought to be thor- 
oughly familiar with the manual to be 
used. Read the entire manual first at one 
sitting, if possible. Then go back and read 
it section by section, paying particular at- 
tention to the section describing the age 
group of the class. We are teaching people. 

What are their interests? What is the 
normal attention span? How do they spend 
their free time? What do you remember 
about yourself and your friends at that 
age? 

Increasingly a teacher finds himself 
viewing incidents and experiences in terms 
of the age group in his class. When this 
happens, teaching becomes relevant and 
interesting. The subject matter to be dealt 
with can then be re-read with more mean- 
ing. When co-teachers have done this read- 
ing independently, and perhaps made 
some notes, they are ready to discuss it

In the last Pacific Churchman it speaks 
of the Pilgrimage of the Monterey Presby- 
tery to Jolon as something which had been 
disused for over fifty years. I don’t know 
whether Jolon has been the goal of any 
pilgrimage within fifty years, but it was 
always a part of the pilgrimages which for 
many years we had to Parkfield and all the 
region that was under the direction of 
the clergy at Paso Robles and San Miguel. 
The direct goal of those pilgrimages was 
the Wayside Cross near Parkfield, but the 
people from the whole area came to them 
and were counted. 

To repeat what I said, I think it may be 
accurate that not all the members of the 
pilgrimage went around to Jolon. But I 
know that some of them did and it was 
included in the area which those who were 
able to spend the time were asked to take 
in. 


I don’t know whether this is worth men- 
tioning in a future issue but it might be 
put in with some reference to the large 
number of people who used to come to the 
Wayside Cross from that area. I can re- 
member counting over seventy cars at one 
of those services.

Future Missions Planned; 
Priority List Established 


The continuing growth of population 
in the state of California has presented long 
range problems for all concerned. In Sacra- 
mento the state government is concerned 
because of the water supply; in the bay 
area citizens are worried about the traffic 
problem and are studying the possibilities 
of a rapid transit system; and in the Dio- 
cese of California, the Department of 
Missions is concerned because of the lack 
of churches and missions for the ever in- 
creasing populace. 

A new division of the department, 
called the Division of Survey and Strategy 
has been formed. Its members, appointed 
by the Diocesan Council, include the Rev. 
Richard Shackell, chairman; the Rev. 
Messrs. D. Murray Hammond, Roy Siras- 
burger, Dwight Edwards, Jerome Politzer 
and Messrs. Frederick McNaulty of Car- 
mel, John Owen of Mountain View and 
Fred J. Hurst of Paso Robles. 

The division grew out of an awareness 
in the Diocese of the fact that primary em- 
phasis should be placed on the new mis- 
sions.

Mr. Mackinnor Is Organist

Canon Johnson is author and editor of 
several books. He has said that, in writing 
this book, he will be guided by a convic- 
tion that much standard missionary litera- 
ture fails to make its full effect because it 
is often written second-hand and it too 
frequently aims at presenting a “success 
story”.

Japanese Church 
Opens College 


Church and government leaders attended 
the inauguration of the Law College of St. 
Paul’s University held in Tokyo in connec- 
tion with the 100th anniversary of the 
Holy Catholic Church of Japan, a member 
of the Anglican Communion. 

Among those at the ceremony in the 

Anglican university was Dr. Kotaro Tana- 
ka, chief justice of the Japanese Supreme 
Court and a leading Roman Catholic lay- 
man. 
The principal address was made by for- 
mer U.S. Senator, H. Alexander Smith of 
Princeton, N.J., who called for a develop- 
ment of legal processes throughout the 
world for this atomic age. 

“If we are to settle disputes by recourse 
to legal tribunals, rather than recourse to 
war,” he said, “we must constantly empha- 
size the need to train more legal experts 
all over the world and build sound inter- 
national legal conceptions by exchanging 
ideas.”

St. Francis’ Church Holds 
Parish Visiting Day 


Late in the spring St. Francis’ Church, 
San Francisco, held a Parish Visiting Day. 
In essence, some members of the church 
visited other parishioners. 

However, there is more to it than that. 
Members of the parish felt that many peo- 
ple were visited by other members only 
at canvass time. They also realized that 
with a 25% turnover in membership each 
year, newness is a constant problem, and 
also that the need for three Sunday serv- 
ices tended to segregate the total member- 
ship. 

The simpiest way to remedy this, as they 
Saw it, was to set aside one Sunday on 
which members would go calling. The 
parish was prepared via sermons and the 
weekly news bulletin. Those who did the 
calling were selected because of their in- 
terest and concern in this matter. Approxi- 
mately 100 people called on 300 families. 
The visits were informal and friendly, de- 
signed to help know each other better in 
the context of their common relationship 
to the church. Visitors called on persons 
they did not know, or knew only slightly. 

The co-chairmen of the event were Mr. 
Howard Way and Dr. Herbert Ward. Both 
have reported great success in the day— 
saying that those who did the calling made 
new friends and those who were called 
upon were made to feel more a part of the 
whole parish. 


Japan Episcopal Church, a number of for- 
eign religious leaders visited Tokyo to at- 
tend anniversary ceremonies and observ- 
ances.

the music used at the Holy Eucharist in 
apostolic days was the normal music of the 
day and only became ‘church music’ when 
it arrived with definite church associations 
in Western Europe where it developed it- 
self into the plainsong we know. 


“In this setting of the Mass the music is 
so arranged that the congregation can join 
in fully by repeating the phrase previously 
sung by the Cantor. By uniting all the par- 
ticipants in the service, this Folk Mass 
seeks to make not their singing only, but 
their worship more effective”. 


It was an interesting experiment, and 
although Mr. Humrickhouse said that he 
enjoyed the music, he does not feel that it 
will become a part of the regular music at 
Trinity Church unless there is a 99 and 
99/100 per cent vote of the congregation. 
And, judging by the reactions, it is doubt- 
ful that this unanimous feeling will have 
been expressed by the time this magazine 
is in your hands. RG

ber and plaster, at a cost of $5,000. Corru- 
gated iron was plentiful in the City in those 
days because it had been sent over by Brit- 
ish firms to be sold, but had found no 
market. 

The building was finished by Easter, 
1852. A few months afterward, Mr. Mines’ 
failing health worsened, and he died in 
August of that year. His body was buried 
under the chancel, whence it has been 
moved in the two subsequent transfers of 
the Church. 

After six years at the corner of Jackson 
and Powell, schemes were afoot to move 
the Church. Many sites were proposed, and 
in October 1866, the cornerstone was laid 
on a lot on the corner of Post and Powell. 
The cost was $78,000; and the building, 
finished in September, 1867, provided 
2500 sittings. It was from this edifice that 
the last of the Hawaiian kings, Kalakaua, 
was buried in 1890. 

The final move was made in 1894, to the 
present site. The stately church on the 
corner of Bush and Gough streets has shel- 
tered the congregation through two major 
wars, the earthquake and fire of 1906, and 
the social changes of the twentieth century. 

Trinity has served her Church and her 
Diocese well. Two of her rectors, the Rev. 
Dr. J. H. D. Wingfield, and the Rt. Rev. 
Sumner Walters, have gone to serve Cali- 
fornia in new daughter Dioceses. The par- 
ish halls and rooms were open to the flood 
of service men and women who streamed 
into the Bay area during the wars, at which 
her rectors have served as chaplains. At 
present, the Rector is engaged in providing 
a Church home for the many newly-arrived 
San Franciscans in his parish area. 

Though she is one hundred and ten years 
old, Trinity church is vigorous and hard 
at work. Her people have available to them 
God’s presence and power in prayer and 
sacrament, and they are moved to action 
by the words pronounced by Mr. Humrick- 
house as he closed the service on Trinity 
Sunday, 1959, “The blessing of God Al- 
mighty, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, be amongst you, and remain with 
you always.”

the extent possible, their educational) ad- 
vantages to more of our families.

If our Church cannot take 
a stand’on an issue of this deep significance, 
we well may ask “If the trumpet sound 
uncertainly, how will the people follow?”

Confirmation class and afterwards became 
our Treasurer for about 25 years, did most 
of the interior work. The Rev. Frank 
Church built the Chancel, and Mr. William 
Harrison erected the wire fence which en- 
closed the property. 

In 1922 we were faced with a major un- 
dertaking; the redwood mud sills had 
served their purpose. A concrete founda- 
tion had to be installed as we needed a 
basement for our entertainments and Sun- 
day School work. A meeting was called 
and it was decided to go ahead with the 
work. One thousand dollars was subscribed 
by those present toward the total cost of 
$2600. Mrs. E. Nelson, benefactress of 
the Episcopal Old Ladies Home, gave $500, 
and the balance was borrowed from the 
Randolph Fund at 6% interest, which was 
eventually liquidated. 

This report would not be complete with- 
out mention, with grateful thanks, of the 
many years of unstinting work given by 
Mrs. George Reed for the children of the 
Sunday School. Mrs. Reed was president 
of a branch of the California Needlework 
Guild which collects and gives away new 
clothes for the poor — in this way she was 
able to help many of our families. 

Mrs. Minifie gave us our piano and 
Font, also $100 a year for the annual Sun- 
day School picnic, and the Christmas en- 
tertainment. At her passing, she left us 
enough money, the interest of which was 
used for the pursuit of these happy occa- 
sions. 

St. Dorothy’s Rest supplied a two-week 
vacation for a few of our older children 
each year. 

The Altar was given by Holy Innocents’ 
Church of San Francisco; the Organ by 
All Saints’ Church of Palo Alto; the pews 
by the Seamen’s Church Institute of San 
Francisco, and the Stained Glass Windows 
came from the Episcopal Old Ladies’ 
Home. 

In closing we are particularly grateful 
for the services to the Church which were 
always cheerfully given by the visiting 
priests at Holy Communion, burials, etc.— 
one whom we cannot easily forget was 
the Rev. George Maxwell, now deceased. 

And for all we “Praise God from whom 
all blessings flow.”

The school has grows steadily. It now 
owns all of a city block in Berkeley except 
for two lots. The student body has also 
grown to the present capacity size while 
the faculty numbers 11 full-time and 9 
part-time members. 

Seminarians come mostly from the 
Eighth Province, but dioceses throughout 
the United States also send men heré. This 
session 47 students come from 28 dioceses 
and districts outside the Eighth Province. 

The student body is also international 
in scope. 

Dean Johnson said that the incoming 
class has a representative from Mexico; a 
Japanese student from Brazil and a Chinese 
student from the diocese of Southern Ohio 
but formerly from Shanghai. 


_ Also, the World Council of Churches is 
sending a scholarship student to C.D.S.P. 
from the Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
Germany. Last year, a W.C.C. scholarship 
student from the Danish Lutheran Church 


attended. He was the Rev. Karl Melchior- 


sen who is now a missionary on the island 
of Hokkaido in Japan. He and his family 
lived in Berkeley where he also attended 
the University of California for Japanese 
language instruction. 

C.DS.P. is a school which has recognized 
the missionary outreach of the Church and 
many of its graduates have gone into the 
overseas field. The senior class of 1959 in- 
cluded three men who went to Alaska, two 
to Honolulu and one to the Virgin Islands. 


Dean Johnson said that the successful 
operation of C.D.S.P. is dependent upon 
the prayers of the members of the Episco- 
pal Church, and on the contribution they 
offer to this important work of the Chris- 
tian community. 

A large part of the operational expenses 
are covered by the offering on Theological 
Education Sunday, the last Sunday in Janu- 
ary. This day is observed in many parishes 
and missions in the Province by having a 
seminarian describe the life of the School 
so that the congregations may have a first- 
hand report of the work at the seminary. 
While student fees account for 40 per cent 
of the annual e , a like amount is 
contributed by individual parishes. The 
balance comes from gifts that friends or 
dioceses of the 8th Province offer for the 
training of men in the Episcopal Church.
